Contend Society Violation Con* 
tract. 

" Judge Hohson, of the Court of Ap- 
peals must pass upon the validity of 
the 1909 pooling contract of the Burley 
tobacco Society. The case before him 
is that of J. T. Steen and J. M. For- 
rest, of Barren county, tobacco grow- 
ers, against the Barren County Board 
of Control of the Burley Tobacco 
Society. 

The board sued for a mandatory or- 
der of the Barren Circuit Court direc- 
ting Steen and Forrest, poolers Hof 
their 1909 crop of tobacco to deliver 
their tobacco at the society’s ware- 
nouse at Glasgow. The lower court 
granted that order and the growers’ 
appeal, asking that the mandatory or- 
der be dissolved. 

The poolers contend that the society 
violated the pooling contract by selling 
some of the 1909 pooled tobacco on the 
brakes, and that they should be per- 
mitted to dispose of their crops. The 
society claims that t' ere are thousands 
of pounds of pooled tobacco not deliv- 
ered into its custody and that to per 
mit the poolers to throw the undeliver- 
ed pooled tobacco on the market would 
greatly depreciate the price of the 
2 rop in the 1909 pool. Judge Hobson 
called in Judge Settle to hear the case. 



Brothers Killed in Fight at Mt. 
* Sterling. 

In a difficulty in Mt, Sterling Thurs- 
day Dpeutv U. S. Marshal Clinton Al- 
len and his brother, Walter Allen, 
were both shot and killed. 

No one has been charged with the 
killing. There were no eye witnesses 
to the affair and there is no evidence 
upon which to make an arrest. 

Soon after the killing. Special Po- 
liceman James Tipton and Michael 
Gibbons gave themselves up to the 
county authorities, but the county 
judge declined to hold thvm, saying 
there was no evidence that either man 
was implicated in the killing. 

The Allen brothers had had trouble 
during the day with Gibbons and had 
made several trips to his place of busi- 
ness. On their last trip to that sec- 
tion of the city they were killed. 

It is said the Allen brothers had 
been looking for trouble all evening 
and brought on the affair themselves. 

Officer Tiptcn attempted to arrest 
Clinton Allen, who drew a pistol, 
Walter Allen came to his brother’s as- 
sistance and also pulled out a pistol. 
Gibbons went, to Tipton’s assistance. 
In the general affray the two Allens 
were killed but just who did the kill- 
ing is not clear. 

Coroner Eastin held an inquest and 
the jury returned a verdict that the 
Allens “were killed by parties un- 
known.”

Suit Against Whisky Makers. 

Suit was filed in the Franklin Cir- 
cuit Court Friday by City Attorney 
Frank* M. Dailey for the city of 
Frankfort against the Kentucky Dis 
tilleries and Warehouse Company for 
back taxes on storage accounts 
amounting to $116,297, with a t> per 
cent penalty and 8 per cent interest, 
bringing the total amount sued for to 
$130,000. The taxes sued for are for 
the year 1905, amounting to $25,253; 
1906. a mounting to $28,784; 1907, for 
$30,625, and 1908 for $30,673. 

These are the same storge accounts 
upon which suit was filed by Franklin 
county several months ago, for which 
Judge Hiatt gave judgment in favor of 
the county. 

It is contended that if the warehouse 
copmany owes taxes on its whisky to 
the county it also owes taxes to the 
city.

o'clock, by Claude Griggs, while the 
two men were attending a dance at the 
home of David Elliott. 

Saturday morning Griggs went to 
Georgetown and gave himself up to 
the authorities. He wi'l plead self 
defense. The tri uble is said ta have 
been caused by a quarrel over a girl. 
Jones’ body was taken to Georgetown 
where it was prepared for burial and 
sent tojthe home of his relatives in 
Leesburg, Harrison county. 

Since shooting and wounding Cus- 
tard in this city, Jones has been a 
fugitiv from justice. Escaping im- 
mediately after the shooting Jones 
succeeded in keeping in hiding and all 
efforts of the authorities here to ob- 
tain a clew that would lead to his cap- 
ture has been without result. 

Several years ago Jones shot a man 
by the name of Burrell an alleged 
horse thief, at Georgetown, but Bur- 
rell recovered and was later ^killed by 
another man. Jones is said to nave 
borne a bud reput *tion.
